There is no greater menace to civilization than the 
infamous regime of the Nazis in Germany, Fascism has brought 
terror and degradation to the German masses. It has planted 
itself on the world horizon as an ill omen of a new war whose 
horrors the human mind can scarcely picture. 

Fascism can yet be halted ere it brings the world to the 
abyss of world war. The German Socialist movement, though 
proscribed by law and devastated by systematic terror, has re¬ 
formed its ranks to wage anew the battle for Socialism and 
human rights. In Prague, in Zurich and in Paris the German 
Socialists have begun to build the machinery of secret propa¬ 
ganda which will defy the Hitler terror to halt it.

Dear Kirby: 

T was sorry to miss itr. Zabriskie when he called 
to see me in Canton. I happened to be away on a 
trip into the oountry. If I had known that a friend 
of yours was coming I could have arranged to be 
here. 

Yesterday Upton Close and his party came 
through. They were only here for a few hours. One 
of the group, Dr. Searles, of the University of 
Toledo, stayed with us over night. 

Someone is responsible for putting me on the 
mailing list of the World Tomorrow and I enjoy 
reading it. It looks like the intention of the 
leaders of our country to go back to the stock 
market trough and this means worse days to come 
even though there may be a temporary improvement. 
A n y economic order which uses such a compass for 
direction is bound for the rocks. It is building 
on gambling which means building on sand. 

Japan has not beaten the Chinese into unity. 

The Chinese are a stiff neoked race. Personal 
relationships mean everything, prinoiple means 
almost nothing. The people in the south have no 
principle at stake, only a dislike of the leaders 
at Wanking, especially Cheung Kai Shek. The people 
generally do not follow them but they do not 
oppose them. In spite of bad government the 
province has improved in nearly every material 
way. Til is is partly due to the flood of money sent 
back to China when the gold was so high. This 
flood has not stopped and some of the "remittance 
people" are suffering because money is not coming 
from Chinese in the USA. 

Our association work is in a period of advanoe. 
This is the first time for years that our men have 
felt that we could do much more than hold our own. 
We do have the confidence of the people and great 
possibilies lie ahead for this work, I think.

My dear Kirby? 

I have gone through your manuscript on "Communist versus Socialist Strategy" 
carefully. I hope I have not disfigured a copy that was to be used further. You 
vrill pardon and welcome my bluntncss X am sure. In chapter VIII I presume you will 
write a section on "Why I am not a socialist." Seriously (that is, half-way)J 
It seems to me that you do owe it to your readers, particularly the socialist ones, 
to state why you reject practically all that Marx formulated in the way of socialist 
philosophy. Don't think that I believe that Marxian intellectual orthodoxy is enough - 
there were plenty of Social Democrats in Germany who were as orthodox as could be 
desired,and what of it? On the other hand I do not see how a superficial liberalism 
(which is in ny opinion the nature of your "socialism")can provide U 3 with an adequate 
philosophical basis for the terrific struggle that lies before us. If you will pay 
ny expenses to Black Mountain, I will tell you in t went y four hours, more or less 
why I emphatically classify you inthis manner. Please do not expect ins to do it in a 
letter. You are compounding, not the felony perhaps, but the futility of the present 
Socialist Party inthis country. Now it is barely possible that chapter V would "deliver" 
me from some illusions which I hold regarding your socialism, though I doubt it. But 
if so, then chapter VI which I have seen should be re-written. Frankly, it does not 
convince. 

I think you have greatly underestimated the war dangers, which is exactly the 
point where I would expect £Ou to bo an effective socialist. Have vou too fallen for 
this Roosevelt administration stuff? Here are some ofjThings which’'you seem to me to 
have omitted, either in mention or emphasis; The naval rivalry between the U. S. and 
Japan - begun by the Roosevelt administration (see Swanson's recent policy). The 
Japanese have already replied to the challenge in their great budget increase. The bald 
economic nationalism of the present administration, exhibited at London and elsewhere. 
The collapse of that oonference for reasons that lead directly to war. The dismal 
failure of the Disarmament Oonference, The futility of the League and the post-war 
treaties in dealing with the Far Eastern Crisis. The enormous increases in military 
budgets over 1313 (or do you not believe that armaments were one of the efficient causes 
of the woi Id war?). ihe general instability of world capitalism which invites, even 
if it does not make absolutely inevitable, a resort to war in the not distant future. 

The nature of fascism which is unquestionably bellicose, and which is no longer an 

but a world phenomenon. The unbridled activities of the international munitions 
peddlers. The capitalist—communist issue between the Soviet Union and capitalist powers, 
not to be sneezed at even though we do not, like comunists, make it our central scare. 
There is some overlapping in these things which I havo mentioned but eaoh brings the • 
general world war danger to a focus.

Greetings from the hot belt* Have you seen by the papers that we are 
enjoying (?) some weather? Since Sunday this city and environs have been 
sweltering under a sun and in a humidity that would bum all the hair off a 
brass monkey.

Pers¬ 
piration streams here and there. In fact* it is considered good form to say 
that one 'sweats* .

But otherwise 1 feel fine. _ I have 
lost just exactly fifteen years off my age physically and mentally. And that 
is no joke either. I have a birthday next week which, if I didn't feel so 
young, would perforce make me shudder. And how about you, old timer? Yours 
is the day before or the day after mine. I can never remember which. But the 
catch is, that you have a tall son and daughter to remind you of your years, 
while I may be young again and get away with it, even if I do have one or two 
gray hairs. 

You will be interested to k.ow that while visiting in the terribly 
conservative state of Vermont I found a number of your admirers - Vermonters, 
too, no less. I visited a beautiful and dignified old mansion in Windsor, 
the seat of the Vermont government at one time, and was entertained at tea 
by the heiress to the estate - a delightful woman of middle age - unmarried - 
a former teacher. Seated among pieces of ibrniture that dated back to the 
American Revolution and probably before that in England, we discussed things 
in general and I felt the quiet dignity and formality of all those quiet voiced 
and film minded persons who had sat in those very chairs and who now gazed 
out of their heavy gold frames at me in rather disapproving fashion. I visited 
every one of the twenty-eight rooms in the main building with their high posted 
beds and quaint little one-stick stoves and their hooked rugs and patchwork 
quilts (there were twelve more in the annex).

I am enclosing a few ideas,whivh if they do not serve for an 
article ,might serve as a ba,sis for an editorial. To save my 
life I do not understand where the "nigger" is in thf* question. 

At this writing it looks as though there is no agreement among 
the A.B.C/p. in regards as to wha# they are going to do. There 
are some indications that Argentina and Chile favor Paraguay's 
point of view while Bolivia and Peru lean toward the Bolivian. 

But the sad thing about the whole question is that they don't 
demand that hostilities cease and then talk the thing out and 
submit everything to arbitration. Some intimate that the United 
States was at the bottom oi/having the negociations transferred 
from the League to the At 3.0. P. It would be most interesting 
to know if that be true. Bo you have any way to find out? 

The suggestion that the Pope go on a Gandhi strike is not taken 
seriously here. The idea has been presented to the president of 
the Republic by a "DIPUTADO" who is a friend of mine.However 
I presented the idea/ as a serious one and still think it is 
worthwhile. If the people here could have a demonstration from, 
the Pope that hy was that- interested in their welfare it would 
be a great thing^Buffering humanity. I am sure that neither 
the people of Paraguay nor of Bolivia would allow the Pope to 
suffer. The President I understand says there would be some 
inconveniences. I do not yet know what they are. The idea/ has 
been in my mind for some time. I suggested it to the Minister 
of Education some weeks ago and he replied that they would let 
the Pope die,but I do not believe it. Anyway since the 
political organizations are^*hble to do nothing to stop this useless 
killing I thought at least the idea should get out.

Tite are enclosing a brief report on the plight of Larry Kogan, Beulah Carter, 

Hazel Dawson, William Presswood, I. L. Ritchie and a dozen other organizers and 
active 'workers> white and colored, in North Carolina. TCe cannot afford to get 
out formal stationery, elaborate printed appeals, etc. Please regard this as a 
personal plea from the undersigned to cooperate with the North Carolina Committee 
in raising necessary funds for the defense of the indicted persons and for the 
maintenance of themselves and their families in this trying period. 

Presswood is ’well nigh a physical wreck. His family have been living on the 
edge of starvation for months. Hogan, as you may recall, was railroaded to the 
chain gang in North Carolina Tor six months after the Marion strike in 192 9. He 
is a much more dangerous man to the reactionaries of North Carolina today than 
he was then. Removing him and his fel-lcrw workers from the scene of action, even 
for a short period, would be almost a death blow to the entire labor and progres¬ 
sive movement in North Carolina. 

To have jailed and indicted these people in connection with other organizing 
activities in cotton, textiles, hosiery or furniture, might have seemfed too 
flagrant a violation of N.R.A. Their activity for the most unfortunate and ex¬ 
ploited workers, the unemployed, were seized upon as a likely means to put them 
out of the way. 

Please rally to their support. There is no time to lose. All contributions, 
large am, small, will be welcomed. Tell, your friends and get them also to con¬ 
tribute .

However, is it not enormously important to be sure that in the long time 
process one is actually working toward a classless society and not 
to the perpetuation of classes in terms of some such "freezing" as 
fascism of any kind ( NRA etc) envisages as the ideal. 


■^t is difficult to criticize any one statement that you make. It is more 
your whole emphasis in this section which seems to me to be so 
definitely gradualistic and reformistic rather than revolutionary. Is 
it not possible to be revolutionary and yet stand for achivement of 
the goal with a minimum of violence and by non-violent means, if 
possible I I do not find the violence-non-violence dichotomy a very 
helpful one any more, but I am concerned that as many as possible of those 
who do will retain their critical social intelligence and remain 
as revolutionary as possible, I hope you will understand that 
this is not merely academic criticism, I am more convinced of the 
soundness of this position the more I get out into the actual struggle 
and see the way, for instance the AF of L is becoming an arm of the 
government under the NRA and the workers are practically selling 
themsel^is out to the corrupt as well as the relatively honest and 
mililitiw trade union organizers and bureaucrats.

My dear Kirby; 


For more than a year now, yes, two or three years, 
I have been thinking about the possibility'of organizing somewhere 
here in the middlewest, a permanent conference on Christianity in 
the relation to the social and economic order. I have had in 
mind, of course, those very stimulating conferences which you and 
Eddy used to sponsor.

I am going to put it up to our social ^commission next month 
and see if we can discover first of all a suitable place nearby. 
By suitable I mean a place where we can be by ourselves and at 
the same time have adequate provisions for entertainment and con¬ 
ferences, as well as recreation. 


Now, my reason in writing you is this. If we should organize 
what we might call a Middlewest Conference on Jesus 1 way of life, 
or something after that fashion, we would need the help of various 
interested persons. ¥ou have a much more wider contact with 
people who are experimenting and adventuring along this line than 
we do, and it would be a very valuable thing if you and Eddy- and 
one or two others would assist us> at long range, by your counsel 
and advice and help with the program. We ought to run it a week 
or two weeks during the summer when men could come at their leisure. 
A conference ought not to be so crowded that men get weary. I 
like the plan you followed at Olivet; conference in the morning, 
recreation in the afternoon, and conference at night. I am only 
interested in such a thing in so far as it is Christian in its ap¬ 
proach and emphasis. 

I wish you would write me your reactions, and indicate some 
of the obstacles we are likely to meet, as well as some of pitfalls 
we ought to avoid. ¥ou see, I am looking forward to the summer of 
1934. If we begin this fall we ought to be able to do domething 
exceedingly worthwhile. My hope is that we can organize a perman¬ 
ent rallying ground for this part of the country. 







I would have sent you that article which I wrote some months 
ago about the Mfcthodiets Swing to the Left, but shortly afterward 
you printed one by Ted Miner, and I did not think you wanted 
another on the same theme.
